BANGKOK (AP)—Leaders of 
Thailand (Siam) are torn today 
between the necessity of provid 
| img territorial satisfaction for the 
nationalistic aspirations they

China will force them into an 
jalignment with Japan which 
| might cost Thailand her: indepen. | 
| dence. | 

(There has been sporadic bor 
der fighting between troops of 
| Thailand and French Indo-China 
|but the French in Hanoi an 
nounced yesterday that “reprisals 
for Slamese attacks” had been 
halted “to permit diplomats every 
| opportunity to effect a settle 
ment.” 

(In the past fighting, for which 
each side has accused the other 
of being responsible, there have 
been clashes between land units 
air bombings of border towns 
and fights between planes ani 
warships in the Gulf of Siam 
and on the Mekong River. 

TWO REQUESTS 

Twice—September 6 and Octo 
ber 2—-Bangkok formally asked 
Vichy to return two small areas 
in Laos, westernmost Indo-China 
state which France took from 
Siam by threat of force in 1893 

Inhabitants are of the Thai 
(Siamese) race, the government 
maintained, and the areas are 
west of the Mekong River, the 
natural and historic boundary be 
tween French Indo-China and 
Thailand 

Bangkok also requested the ces 
sion to Thailand of the states of 
Laos and Cambodia tf and when 
France relinquished her 
ereignty over Indo-China 

Vichy rejected Bangkok's de 
mands on both occasions and de 
clared Indo-China would resist 
with force any Thai attempt to 
regain the territones by armed 
force 

The United States took 
actions which Thailand has con 
} sidered support for the French; 
position. The State Department | 
reiterated its stand against any} 
alteration of the staus quo by 
threat of or resort to force, and 
United States officials at Manila 
confiscated 10 warplanes-- pur 
chased by the Thai air force—on 
the ground they were needed for 
United States rearmament

These actions aroused resent 
ment in Bangkok.
